Versatile Vegetable 
Commonly 


Used In Sauce and Mes. 


Every housewife who has a few 
rhubarb plants In the spring is eager 
to cut the tender new stalks for pies 
and sauce. 
Some do not know that 


there are other ways which this veg- 
etable may be used. 
The home eco- 


nomics workers at the State College 
of Agriculture at Ithaca suggest the 
following recipes: 


Rhubarb Shortcake—3 eggs, 3 ta- 


blespoonfuls lemon juice, 1 cupful of 
granulated sugar, -1 cupful flour, 1 
teaspoonful baking powder, 
Vi, tea- 


spoonful salt. Beat the yolks of the 
eggs until they are light. 
Add 
the 


lemon juice, and gradually beat in the 
sugar. 
Beat the whites of the eggs 


until they are dry, add them to the 
mixture, and beat it well. Sift together 
the flour, the baking powder, and the 
salt. Fold the dry ingredients lightly 
into the egg mixture. Bake the cake 
in two layers in moderate oven. For 
the filling, take 2 toaspoonfuls gelatin, 
'.i cupful cold water, 1 pirtt red rhu- 
barb cut in small pieces, 1 cupful su- 
gar, juice and grated rind of % or- 
ange.

Baked Hhub<oj;b—Cut the rhubarb 


in small pieces. 
In a baking dish 


place a layer of rhubarb, sprinkle it 
generously with sugar, and alternate 
in this way until the 
dish is filled. 


Knrinkle sugar over the top, add small 
pieces of butter and 
grated lemon 


rind or cinnamon. Bake the 
dish 


slowly until it is well done.
